The straight, narrow, ap parently uncorset-

the actual styles. 
For the Empire stales o f 
today have little relation or resemblance to 
the Empire styles developed several years ego. 
The n.ain feature of those styles was the 
abnormally high waistline, raised especially 
at the bac1' ; the trained and flowing skirt, 
which was ra th e r full and stood out Dom the 
fiigure through being made over an u n d e r­ 
skirt of stiff-brtdy rustling silk or other m a t e ­ 
rial; and the Hi sc fitting waist, clearly r e ­ 
veal. ng the curves of the figure 
All this is in stro ng contr ast wi;h the new 
season styles. 
These have, it is true, the 
waistline higher than normal, but the skirts, 
absolutely devoid oi stiffening, cling closely 
to the figure. 
The skirts, moreover, are 
short, clearing the ground by th ree or four 
inches. 
The contour of the waist, too, 
is 
concealed, the effort being to cre ate the a p ­ 
pea ra nce of an uncorseted figure*. 
Again, 
straig ht, close, clinging lines are the feat ure 
of the present costuming, and th e gen ral 
effect i*» one of plainess, all the little frillings 
and oth er handiwork which a few years ago 
were so characteristic of the Paris gown h a v ­ 
ing been discarded.

wheras present g a rm e n t designer- have gone 
for their inspiration lo the EVERYDAY custun.es 
cf th a t period. 
Costumes of this c hara cter followed the 
classic, or Greek, lines which had been in­ 
troduced a few yeors prior to the era of N a ­ 
poleon I. 
In seeking for the most b autitul 
types >f this classic effect, m o r eo v e r some of 
the leading style crea tors of the present day 
have gone not to the original Greeks, but to 
the religious paintings of the four teenth cen­ 
tury, wherein saints anil oth er charact ers are 
portray ed which closely ap pro ximate those 
of the Greeks and other ancient peonies. 
As 
a result, in many of its feature s the very 
new est form of costuming presents no radical 
change from the recent styles, to which the 
te rms “ p i a s a ’ t ” and “ Renaissance” have 
alike been applied. 
Although the strong keynote of the present 
fashion movem ent is Empire, it m a y b e noted 
that the period immediately following the fall 
of Napoleon —known as Restoration, because 
the throne of France w'as then restored to the 
h e re d itary royal line, the Bourbons —has. to 
so 
e extent, been drawn upon for ideas. 
T h ese idea*, however, are appare nt chiefly in 
the methods of applying trimmings to the 
skirt, and in the collar and waist drap ries.
